Man denies 
robbing home 
of neighbour

A MAN accused of burgling the 
home of his neighbour while 
she and her family were at a 
funeral has denied the charges 
during a trial this week. 

Lois Orru, 21, of Regis Road, is 
alleged to have taken a laptop 
computer, an iPad and other 
electrical items from the prop¬ 
erty, also in Regis Road, in 
December 2011. 

He is also accused of stealing a 
pizza and a bottle of coca-cola 
left on the doorstep of the same 
property in April last year. 

Mr Orru told the jury at Luton 
Crown Court on Friday that he 
did not commit either offence. 
He has pleaded not guilty to 
burgling the house and theft. 

Sally Fudge, prosecuting, said 
Mr Orru’s home was directly 
next door to the victim’s home 
and separated only by a com¬ 
munal walkway that led to the 
rear of both houses. 

She said Mr Orru had little to 
do with the woman neighbour, 
but the evening before he dis¬ 
covered she would be going to 
her uncle’s funeral the next day. 

The court heard when the 


woman returned from the 
funeral she discovered she had 
been burgled. 

Miss Fudge said the defendant 
was arrested after his finger 
prints were found on the inside 
of a window frame in her lounge. 

The woman had told police the 
defendant had never been inside 
her home before, but he claimed 
he had been a visitor there on 
four or five occasions. 

On one occasion Mr Orru 
claimed he and his step father 
had been repairing a garden 
fence for the woman and he had 
leaned inside the window at one 
point to call out to her. 

In relation to the incident in 
April Miss Fudge said the 
woman had been feeling unwell 
and had asked a relative to bring 
the food to the house. 

The jury were told it was deliv¬ 
ered to her front door and left 
outside but before the woman 
could bring the items in, Mr 
Orru stole them. Miss Fudge 
said the woman had looked out 
of a window to see him making 
off with the items. 

In his defence, Mr Orru said on 
the day of the burglary he was at 
work and had been collected by 
an agency minibus in the morn¬ 


ing, and had no way of getting 
home without using the mini¬ 
bus to return. 

He admitted he had not signed 
out that day because he wanted 
a cigarette before the bus 
arrived, but he had been paid a 
full day’s wages. 

He said previously he had 
helped his step father do some 
work on the fence between the 
two properties and had seen her 
downstairs window open. 

Realising no one was home he 
closed it, which could explain 
his fingerprint being there. 

Talking about the pizza theft, 
Mr Orru said it had been taken 
by youths who had been hang¬ 
ing around. He saw them do it 
and chased them. 

He said the following day his 
neighbour asked to speak to him 
and accused him of taking the 
pizza. He told her it had been 
some lads messing around. 

“I did not laugh it off I took it 
quite seriously. I think she said it 
was her brother-in-law who 
thought it was me, and that if I 
could do that to her she would 
not be surprised if I could have 
burgled her as well.” 

The case was adjourned until 
tomorrow (Monday).

Petition raised against 
threat to bus services

A PETITION signed by more 
than 400 people to save a bus 
service from being withdrawn is 
due to be presented at a meeting 
tomorrow night. 

Luton council currently subsi¬ 
dises local bus services at an 
annual cost of £324,000. 

But in April this year the 
authority opted to cut the pay¬ 
ment from August 31. 

Among the services affected 
are the number 3, 30 and 35 
buses operated by Grant Palmer. 

The petition, signed by 450 peo¬ 
ple, will be heard tomorrow at 
the South Luton Area board 
meeting at Dallow Primary 
school. 

There is particular concern 
over the number 3 service as it is 
mainly used by elderly people in 
a part of the town centre where 
no alternative bus exists. 

Councillor Keir Gale, from the 
South ward, said the council was 
in talks with bus companies 
about maintaining a presence in 
the affected areas. 

He also said budget cuts were 
making it difficult for the subsidy 
to continue.

He said: “The more the 
Government cuts the harder it is 
to find savings that don’t affect 
people in a real way. 

“As time goes on it’s only going 
to get worse. It’s going to make 
life harder for real people. 

“We are having to make savings 
because of the requirements 
being given to us by the 
Government.” 

Mr Palmer, owner of the affect¬ 
ed bus services, said his compa¬ 
ny had recently invested in a new 
vehicle and would be unable to 
continue without the council’s 
funding. 


He said: “I am so sad to be faced 
with such tough choices after 
serving these communities for a 
number of years. 

“I know how much these buses 
are valued by people, particular¬ 
ly our older customers and those 
with mobility problems. 

“I have invested £100,000 in a 
new accessible bus for the com¬ 
munity, and now Luton council 
have told me that they intend to 
stop all funding for supported 
bus services in the town. 

“Without that, I simply cannot 
afford to keep things going in the 
same way.” 

Mr Palmer also said he would 
be talking to customers on his 
buses to see if it would be possi¬ 
ble to retain a limited service. 

He added: “It is not looking 
good, but I will see what I can do. 

“However, I am just so shocked 
that the council has cut funding 
in this way, leaving most of Park 
Town without buses.” 

A council spokesman said that 
officers were working with bus 
companies to encourage them to 
continue operating the services 
on a commercial basis. 

He also said updates on the sit¬ 
uation would be provided by 
councillors tomorrow.

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Welfare cuts campaign 
will reach Downing St

A WOMAN from Luton will personally 
deliver a petition against welfare cuts 
to Downing Street tomorrow 
(Monday) morning, accompanied by 
MP Gavin Shuker. 

Last week Luton on Sunday revealed 
that the petition, which was started by 
wheelchair-bound Angela Murray, 28, 
had received over 40,000 signatures. 

Angela decided to take action after 
learning of plans to cut her social care 
from 20-hours a day to just three. 

Now, with the help of charity Scope 
and Gavin Shuker, the document will 
reach the government, and in particu¬ 
lar, Chancellor of the Exchequer 
George Osborne. 

Speaking ahead of the visit Angela 
said: “I’m delighted, and slightly 
bewildered about the level of support 
this petition has received. 

“Delivering it to Downing Street is a 
really big step forward - and one that I 
didn’t think would be possible. 

“I hope that it will provide a message 
about the strength of feeling about 
these cuts, and force them to have a 
discussion about the impact going 
ahead with these plans would have.

“It is very exciting and I am looking 
forward to it.” 

Explaining the impact the cuts 
would have on her, Angela said: “I was 
hit by a car when I was two. 

“I have a spinal brain injury which 
has affected my left side. 

“I can’t walk because I have no 
balance so I’ve been using an electric 
chair since I was 11. 

“Thanks to social care I have two 


volunteer jobs. I can go shopping and 
see my friends. 

“But because of the cuts they’re 
threatening to take this support away 
- leaving me isolated at home, forcing 
me to go to bed at 9.30 every night, not 
even being able to go to the toilet. 

“I’m not being unreasonable - I’m 
not asking for someone to be with me 
24-hours a day. 

“But I do want dignity and I do want 
freedom. 

“If I wasn’t in a wheelchair I’d have 
those things, so why shouldn’t I?” 

At the time of going to press the peti¬ 
tion had gained 46,191 signatures, 
though Angela added that she hopes it 
will reach 50,000 by the time it is deliv¬ 
ered to Downing Street. 

Luton South MP Gavin Shuker, who 
will accompany Angela to deliver the 
petition, has pledged his support to 
the cause, branding the cuts ‘savage’. 

He said: “I am both heartened by the 
support thousands of people have 
shown for Angela’s story and saddened 
by the real impact of George Osborne’s 
cuts. There are many stories like 
Angela’s.”

ALMOST half of all income 
from parking tickets issued 
by Central Bedfordshire 
Council in the last three years 
has come from streets and car 
parks in Dunstable, it has 
been revealed. 

A Freedom of Information 
request sent to the Central 
Beds authority showed that 
between April 2010-April 2013 
the council received £998,788 
in parking fines. 

Of that, £468,776 came from 
car parks and streets in 
Dunstable. 

Among the most ticketed 
places were High Street South 
(pictured) with £54,120, 
Ashton Square car park with 
£48,463 and Matthew Street 
car park with £29,494. 

The Grove car parks serving 
the different entertainment 
venues such as the GoBowling 
centre and The Grove Theatre 
were also a magnet for fines, 
bringing in £54,274. 

Councillor Roger Pepworth, 
whose ward covers High Street 
South, said that parking in 
Dunstable was a long stand¬ 
ing issue that would ‘get 
worse’ if not resolved. 

He said: “The problem is that 


many of the houses were built 
before cars existed. 

“There are a lot of terraced 
houses without garages or 
parking so there’s a problem. 

“My main concern is the way 
people are forced to park on 
the pavement. So you have 
mums with buggies, people 
with mobility scooters and 
children cycling on the pave¬ 
ment unable to pass. 

“People in Dunstable have 
not got an easy place to park. 

“In my ward we have a large 


employer who has to park in 
the streets because there is no 
parking and this causes 
issues. 

“Parking issues have been 
around for a long time and 
they are going to get worse.” 

A Central Bedfordshire 
council spokeswoman said 
Dunstable had a number of 
restrictions in place to keep its 
busy road networks free and 
more council-run car parks 
than other Central 
Bedfordshire towns.

Man stabbed in town centre 


A MAN with a small dog may be 
an important witness to the 
stabbing of a 59-year-old man. 

The victim was stabbed in the 
legs at around 3.20pm in 
Mersey Place on Wednesday, 
but managed to walk to a doc¬ 
tor’s surgery in Liverpool Road. 

He was then taken to the 
Luton and Dunstable Hospital 
for treatment. 

Five people have been arrest¬ 


ed in connection with this inci¬ 
dent. Two have been questioned 
and released on police bail 
pending further enquiries. 

The remaining three were due 
to be questioned on Friday. 

Bedfordshire Police detectives 
said they believe a man with a 
dog was standing in Mersey 
Place at the time of the attack 
and spoke with the victim. 

The witness has been 


described as a white man - 
possibly mixed race - with a 
small bull terrier-type dog. 

Detective Sergeant Katie 
Dounias said: “Although we 
have arrested five men in 
connection with this incident I 
must stress that this inquiry is 
still in its very early stages.”

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Street cleaning 
jobs under threat

PROPOSALS to cut 21 jobs 
from Luton council’s street 
cleaning department have 
been criticised by a union. 

Jimmy Cummings, a senior 
Unite representative based at 
Luton council, said the 
authority’s plans to make the 
redundancies were ‘unaccep¬ 
table’. 

The council’s street cleaning 
service is required to reduce 
its 2014/15 budget by £372,000 
as part of the wider cost cut¬ 


ting plans at the Town Hall. 

It is set to launch a consulta¬ 
tion tomorrow on plans to 
reduce the current number of 
street cleaning operatives 
from 85 to 65. 

Mr Cummings said: “The 
people being sacked are 
among the lowest paid in the 
council so the redundancy 
packages are going to be low. 

“We would have thought 
that a Labour council would 
have protected its workers - 
instead they are going to heap 
misery on them. Is it because 
it’s cheaper to sack the lowest 


paid workers? 

“We find these job losses 
unacceptable and we will 
respond accordingly when we 
meet with the workers on 
Tuesday. 

A Labour spokesman said: 
“The council is in the regret¬ 
table position of having to 
make difficult decisions 
because of the Tory/Lib Dem 
government cuts. 

He added: “The Labour 
council is in constant negotia¬ 
tions with the unions and its 
workforce to see how it can 
mitigate against these cuts.”

A BBC film of The Great Train 
Robbery, partly based on a 
book written by the principal 
of a school in the town, is set 
to be aired in August. 

Dr Andrew Cook, head of 
King’s House Preparatory 
School on Leagrave High 
Street, says that he is ‘looking 
forward’ to viewing the fin¬ 
ished film. 

Dr Cook was a historical 
consultant on the production 
which will be shown 50 years 
after the original robbery in 
August 1963 in which £2.6mil- 
lion was stolen - equivalent to 
more than £40million today. 

The show has been produced 
by the World Productions film 
company using material from 
Dr Cook’s book, ‘The Great 
Train Robbery: The Untold 
Story from the Closed 
Investigation Files’. 

He said the film, which is 
split in two parts, was an 
‘interesting concept’ because 
it would look at the robbery 


from the viewpoint of both 
the robbers and the police. 

He said: “It’s a hard-hitting 
film and well scripted. I was 
getting regular approaches 
from the production team 
about the historical side of it. 

“My feel throughout the 
experience is that they have 
gone to incredible lengths to 
make sure that it’s historically 
accurate. The other thing that 


impressed me is they have 
been able to get some of the 
best acting talent for this kind 
of production.” 

Dr Cook added: “I am look¬ 
ing forward to seeing the film 
and how it all panned out. You 
see all the scenes being filmed 
but they are not always in 
chronological order so it will 
be interesting to see it put 
together.”

The most obvious positive element of EU 


membership is the single market. 

That means Britain can enjoy free 
movement of goods and people throughout 
the continent’s landmass and 500m 
population in what is the biggest single 
economic market in the world. 

As a result, many international firms view 
Britain as a kind of launchpad for business 
with Europe. 

A good example is the motor industry, 
where firms like BMW, Nissan and Honda 
have established and expanded plants in 
the UK where they build some of their 
newest cars. 

In total, just under half of UK exports go to 
Europe, compared with around 2.5 per cent 
to China and under one per cent to Brazil. 

It is also unlikely that the banking sector 
would continue to trade outside the EU. 

The UK also has a hostile anti-EU press. 
For this reason there is also a misconcep¬ 
tion that the EU is responsible for EU 
countries’ economies failing. 

The truth is every country was effected by 
the banking crisis of 2008. 

This then exposed the UK and Spain’s 
reliance on housing and banking, Greece to 
its failure to collect tax, while Germany 
remains strong because of its huge 
manufacturing base. 

I try not to use the term, but ‘Little 
Englanders’ only just begins to sum up the 
predictable but incoherent mentality of the 
Euro-sceptics who will undoubtedly 
respond to Mr Duffs’ letter.

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‘No show’ alerts 
for L&D patients

A PATIENT reminder service 
has been introduced this 
month at the Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital to reduce 
the number of appointments 
wasted by people who fail to 
turn up. 

The L&D appointment con¬ 
firmation service will offer a 
combination of direct person- 
to-person calls, automated 
messages or text messages to 
the patients to remind them 
about their next hospital visit. 


Patients will receive a 
reminder a week before their 
hospital appointment is due. 

They are then able to 
re-arrange or cancel if they no 
longer need it. 

Earlier this year our sister 
paper Luton and Dunstable 
Express revealed that ‘no 
show’ patients cost the L&D 
£2million between 2012-13. 

Louise Young, outpatients 
manager at the L&D, said 
missed appointments had 
fallen but there were still 
around 40,000 patients failing 
to turn up. 


She added: “In some cases 
the patient is no longer unwell 
and doesn’t need to come to 
hospital, or they may have 
gone on holiday and forgotten 
about their appointment. 

“As well as costing taxpay¬ 
ers money, the missed 
appointments can mean a 
delay in diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment for the patients them¬ 
selves 

“Therefore our new appoint¬ 
ment confirmation service 
will benefit patients and the 
taxpayer and result in 
smoother running of clinics.”

New £4.7m youth 
centre is unveiled 


SANDWICHED between a 
small cafe and Luton council 
offices, the new TOKKO cen¬ 
tre is an impressive facility. 

Funded by the Department 
of Education to the tune of 
£4.75 million it aims to be a 
one-stop shop for young peo¬ 
ple to relax, receive advice 
and develop their skills. 

It was part of a multi-million 
pound Government pro¬ 
gramme called ‘myplace’ 
launched in April 2008 to cre¬ 
ate world class youth centres 
across the country led by 
young people.

year-olds, hosting a range of 
facilities. On the bottom floor 
a seven-metre climbing wall 
provides an unconventional 
way of going up. 

The first floor is an enter¬ 
tainment area with a balcony 
overlooking the climbing 
wall, numerous games con¬ 
soles and a pool table. 

Further up is an operational 
working floor, home to the 
Connexions youth service and 
other staff members, whilst 
the third floor has conference 
and training rooms for hire. 

There is also a multi-pur¬ 
pose studio on the fourth 
floor and a roof terrace for 
‘quiet contemplation and 
relaxation’. 

From the project’s concep¬ 
tion young people were 
involved in the planning 


detail at every step. 

And now it’s established 
there will be two youth direc¬ 
tors on the Director’s Board 
ensuring the voices of the 
town’s young people continue 
to be heard as TOKKO tries to 
be a self-sustaining venture 
that serves the community.

He said: “We’ve got the 
Connexions service up and 
running here and the youth 
board will be putting in place 
projects and activities, like 
learning life skills such as 
home cooking and budgeting.

Superman smash will open 
the way for more success 



FILM REVIEW 

MAN OF STEEL (12A) 

Director: Zack Snyder 


AFTER raking in $117m and £llm 
in the US and UK respectively over 
the weekend - the second-biggest 
box-office openings in both mar¬ 
kets this year - the new Superman 
film has undoubtedly been a mas¬ 
sive commercial success. 

Sadly that didn’t completely 
translate to the big screen, with 300 
director Zack Snyder’s effort inter¬ 
mittently soaring with fresh new 
ideas - then hitting the earth with a 
thud as bloated computer-generat¬ 
ed action scenes descended into 
generic blockbuster territory. 

With Warner Bros owning the 
rights to the DC Universe, they’re 
looking to get a piece of the un¬ 
successful Avengers pie, by launch¬ 
ing their equivalent with Justice 
League - and this is the first piece 
of the puzzle. 

The new Superman isn’t a prob¬ 
lem. Brit star Henry Cavill (The 
Tudors) does no wrong playing the 
straight-laced role. 

It can seem a bit wooden and lack¬ 
ing humour at times, but that is 
more the character and dialogue 
than Cavill himself. 

Sadly Amy Adams’ Lois Lane isn’t 
fleshed out enough during the 
film’s meaty duration. 

This ‘origin’ story launches 
instantly on the aforementioned 
Krypton, with Russell Crowe’s Jor- 
E1 readying his son - the first natu¬ 
rally-born child in years - to be 
launched into outer space with the 
unstable planet’s core about to 


destroy it, and General Zod 
(Michael Shannon) trying an 
aggressive military coup. 

We then see a nomadic Clark 
Kent/Kal-El - now grown-up after 
crash-landing in Kansas and being 
raised as their own by Earth par¬ 
ents Jonathan (Kevin Costner) and 
Martha Kent (Diane Lane) - trying 
to find his place in the world, with 
heroic tales and growing pains in 
his younger years seen in the form 
of flashbacks. 

But when Clark inadvertently sets 
off a homing beacon buried deep in 
the Arctic, Zod appears hell-bent 
on establishing a new Krypton - 


and orders the people of Earth 
to give up Superman or face the 
consequences. 

For the most part though, this 
new Superman does fly. 

In years to come this review may 
seem a tad harsh, and when a 
Justice League world evolves this 
may fit quite nicely in DC Universe 
lore. 

Snyder’s world may have a touch 
too much style over substance, but 
his biggest accolade is undoubtedly 
bringing Superman to the next 
generation - despite a touch of 
disappointment being my over¬ 
whelming feeling.

“THERE are a lot of bad things said about 
Luton, but it is a wicked place full of 
beautiful people!” 

That was the opinion of Ranking Roger 
of The Beat following a high tempo gig at 
The Hat Factory last Saturday night - and 
I could not agree more. 

The 2-Tone ska revival band, who first hit 
the charts in the late 70’s, put on an incred¬ 
ible set for the sell-out gig which included 
all the old favourites including ‘Mirror In The 
Bathroom’, ‘Ranking Full Stop’ and ‘Tears of 
a Clown’, as well as the best cover version 
of The Clash’s ‘Rock The Casbah’ that I’ve 
ever heard. 

While the vocals sounded as tight as ever, 
the introduction of Ranking Roger’s son, 
Ranking Junior, is a welcome addition and 
gives the band a fresh sound. 

And the gig went down well with the 
crowds of men and woman clad in Fred 
Perry polo shirts and Harrington jackets who 
danced the night away, and sang back every 
lyric loud and clear. 

I can’t pretend that I saw The Beat first 
time around, but would recommend that 
everyone goes to see them if the 
opportunity arises. 

Just a quick note of praise for the venue 
too - the sound quality was top notch 
while the service behind the bar was 
very efficient. 

The Hat Factory may be small, but it is 
perfectly formed, and when it is at its 
capacity it provides the perfect gig 
experience - slightly sweaty, but intimate 
and authentic. 

Peace, love and unity, indeed.

Diving club collect 
East medal haul 

LUTON Diving Club came away with ten med¬ 
als at the East Regional Age Group 
Championships, and three of those were 
gold. 

Katherine Kerr helped herself to three med¬ 
als from her three events, with two second 
places and a gold on the 3m board. 

Kerr has had a fantastic year so far, medal- 
ling at every competition she has entered. 

Katie Cripps won bronze medals on the 1m 
springboard and 5m platform, and she just 
missed out on the 3m by coming fourth. 

Cripps has been learning some difficult new 
dives on 3m, including her back 1.5 somer¬ 
saults and inward 1.5 somersaults. 

Oliver Simpson just missed out on the med¬ 
als, twice getting fourth place in the 1m and 
5m platform events. 

There was a bronze medal at her first age 
group event for Grace Kouset on the 5m plat¬ 
form, and she also came fifth on both the 1m 
and 3m springboards. Some competition 
nerves held her back on some of her dives, 
but a little more practise and confidence will 
see her medalling on all three boards. 

In the same event Georgie Phillips came 
sixth on the 1m and fourth on platform. 
Georgie dived well on 1m, but really upped 
her game on the 5m platform where she has 
recently had to re-learn her armstand somer¬ 
sault, performing a great back dive and 
reverse dive piked. 

James Cripps gained gold on 1m spring¬ 
board against some tough competition. 

He didn’t have his best competition on the 
3m though, where he came fourth, and he 
also came sixth on platform. 

Henry Biggs dived extremely well to get 
Luton’s final gold medal on platform. His 
training was exceptional but he dropped a 
couple of dives in the competition, though he 
still managed to get the top award. 

He was competing with two of the hardest 
dives of the competition, the back 2.5 somer¬ 
saults tucked and the inward 2.5 somer¬ 
saults tucked. Biggs gained another medal, 
bronze this time, on the 3m springboard and 
came fourth on the 1m. 

Josh McAllister was also competing in 
Biggs’ age group, and he dived very well at 
his first age group competition. Using some 
new dives Josh came sixth on 1m and sev¬ 
enth on 3m. 

Last but not least, was Elliott Browne in the 
men’s platform. 

Browne is very new to the sport, coming 
from a tumbling and gymnastics background, 
and he caused quite a stir among other clubs. 

This was his first event but he came away 
with an age group medal and qualifying 
score. He came second in his event overall 
and qualified for National Age Groups, and 
with more time to grasp the basics he will be 
looking to compete again towards the end of 
the year. 


FOOTBALL OPINION 

SEVEN new players have signed for Luton 
Town this summer, but Anthony Charles’ 
arrival at Kenilworth Road on Wednesday is 
arguably the most significant. 

When manager John Still took on the task of 
resurrecting the Hatters’ Football League 
hopes, it was clear that the former Dagenham 
and Redbridge boss would put his own stamp 
on the squad with numerous comings and 
goings inevitable. 

A finish of seventh in the Blue Square Bet 
Premier was nowhere near good enough for a 
club of Luton’s stature, but up until now the 
summer signings have pointed towards a bright 
long term future rather than the swift return to 
the Football League next season which sup¬ 
porters will crave. 

Still has often talked about his admiration for 
young and hungry players and he is never 
scared to give untested talent an opportunity at 
a higher level. 

The capture of Histon duo Danny Fitzsimons 
and Jim Stevenson - both 21 - and Southport 
pair Shaun Whalley and Andrew Parry - 25 and 
21 respectively - point very much to this policy, 
as do the signings of 22-year-old keeper Elliot 
Justham and 21-year-old striker Mark Cullen. 

Having faith in such players is an admirable 
trait and it suggests that Still is looking very 
much beyond his first full season at the helm, 
but it is difficult for such players to hit the 
ground running, especially in the pressure 
cooker environment of Luton Town where 
results will be expected from as soon as the first 
ball is kicked in August. 

Changes had to be made but did those first six 
arrivals before Charles’ signature really give 
the Hatters faithful hope that the unwanted 
stay in the non-league doldrums would finally 
be brought to an end in 2014? 

For Whalley and Parry the step up from strug¬ 
gling Blue Square Premier rivals Southport will 
be a big one, and for Fitzsimons and Stevenson 
the leap is even bigger as Histon play regional 
football in the Blue Square North. 

Justham is largely seen as an understudy for 
ever dependable stopper Mark Tyler and while 
Cullen does have Premier League games under 
his belt with Hull City, he will not have had 
much experience of being a main hope for goals 
at a club where only winning will do. 

These players all undoubtedly have talent and 
could easily go on to achieve great things for 


Luton Town, but we can’t expect that from them 
immediately. It would be wrong to. 

It takes time for youngsters to gel in new sur¬ 
roundings but time, obviously, is something the 
Hatters do not have. 

The signing of Charles then is a completely 
different kettle of fish and is exactly the sort of 
player Still needed to bring in. 

Experience at this level is key and Charles has 
it in bucketloads - he has won the division twice 
and has been there and done it. 

Still pointed out that a potential starting back 
four of Henry, Griffiths, McNulty and Charles 
would feature four league winners, and if the 


saying that a good team is built from the back is 
true, that collective knowledge could prove to 
be crucial. The Blue Square Premier is a slog 
and with only two promotion spots it is 
extremely difficult to get over the line, as Luton 
have found out to their chagrin. 

Players such as Charles are sometimes needed 
to steady the ship, and the older heads can also 
help Still’s young protegees shine. 

You need those experienced pros along side 
the youth and Still may need to add a couple 
more players with notable careers to get the 
balance completely right. 

Let’s hope that he finds the perfect blend. 


Club records broken at Luton’s home meet 


ATHLETICS 

NO FEWER than four club records were bro¬ 
ken at Luton Athletic Club’s home Southern 
Athletics League match on Saturday. 

The team were second overall in the match to 
a very strong Thames Valley Harriers outfit, 
and as a result have moved up to 10th in the 
Division Two North, away from the relegation 
places. 

Charlie Hibbert was the first athlete to bag a 
new record as she cleared 1.66m to win the 
women’s high jump. 

This mark was also the qualifying height for 
the English Schools Championships in 
Birmingham next month, with Hibbert now 
facing a wait to see if she is selected to repre¬ 
sent her county at the competition as part of 
the Bedfordshire squad of athletes. 


Another record fell in the 1500m steeple¬ 
chase where Hannah Farmer smashed her 
own previous best to win in 5m 32.9s, which 
was just short of the English Schools qualifica¬ 
tion mark.

The final record breaker was 
Andy McMulkin, who won the 
men’s 2000m steeplechase in 6m 19.8s, and 
there was also a noteworthy performance by 
the women’s 4x100m relay squad. 

Kayanna Reid, Eavion Richardson, Georgia 
Downing and Tamyka Spence equalled the 
club’s record of 50.7s as they got the baton 


round smoothly in their race. 

A number of other athletes picked up victo¬ 
ries and top three finishes on a strong day for 
the club. The women’s team out-scored the 
men across the day, with good points being 
achieved across all of the disciplines. 

Luton’s 191 points saw them finish 
18 points adrift of Thames Valley 
Harriers, but 35 points ahead of their 
next nearest challengers 
Peterborough who were third with 
156 points. 

Fourth place went to Barnet and 
District who registered 135.

New Hatter ready

HATTERS new boy Anthony Charles 
believes that he has signed on for a sea¬ 
son in the most unpredictable league in 
English football. 

The defender became Luton Town’s sev¬ 
enth signing of the summer this week 
and knows all about the Blue Square Bet 
Premier - having won the top tier of the 
non-league twice already in his career. 

Thirty-two year old Charles was part of 
the Barnet side who made the much 
desired journey to the Football League in 
2005 and he then repeated the trick as a 
member of the Aldershot squad in 2008. 

He has now set his sights on a hat-trick 
but his policy is to ‘expect the unexpect¬ 
ed’ when it comes to the Conference. 

“I think it’s a league where you can’t 
guess who is going to win,” said Charles. 

“You can have your favourites but very 
rarely do those favourites go on and win 
the league. There’s probably about ten 
teams who have the potential to win the 
title, so you have to focus. 

“It’s a long hard season. For me it’s the 
hardest league out there, you can’t judge 
what’s going to happen. You need to make 
sure that mentally you’re prepared, and 
just go about your business correctly.” 

Charles’ comments on the favourites 


not winning the title may worry some 
fans as Luton have again been named as 
one of the bookies’ favourites for glory in 
2013/14. 

That could largely be down to the repu¬ 
tation the club has at this level and the 
stature of the Hatters is not lost on 
Charles who, following his release from 
League Two side Plymouth at the end of 
last season, would not have dropped back 
into the non-league for just any club. 

“There aren’t many teams I would have 
returned to the non-league for,” said 
Charles. “But Luton, with the size they 
are, is a great club to come to. 

“The supporter base is magnificent and, 
having played at Kenilworth Road before, 
I know how intense the fans can be. 

“It’s a great place to come and now I 
want to win this league for a third time.” 

Charles has racked up more than 300 
games as a professional and adds some 
experience to the Luton squad. 

Still’s other signings this summer have 
had a youthful feel about them, and 
Charles feels that you need the right mix¬ 
ture of old heads and up and comers. 

“I think you need the right balance of 
young and old,” he said. “Consistency is 
key, as certain times of the season can get 
quite intense. 

“The games come thick and fast, and 
there are times when you will feel 
drained. You have to get the results you 
need and kick on.”
